The world's major proven oll 
reserves are centred in tivo 
main region:, North America, 
the Caribbean, the Middle East, 
the Caspian to  Volga-Ural 
nreas of Russia, Indonesian and 
British Borneo. 

In 1952, they produced to~ 
gether over 620 million tons of 
crude olf and natural gayolinc— 
about 07 .per cent of total 
world production, 

Commonwealth 
contributed only 17 
tons to that total. Canada 
the way with 8,300,000 
followed by | British 
with 5,190,000, 
3,100,000, India and 
with 300,000, Britain 
contributing 60,000 tons. ‘ 

This production was totally 
insuflisient for: Commonwealth 
needs which are about four 
times as great, totalling nearly 
70 mllilon tons annually, ine 
cluding bunker oils." 

But. while Commonwealth 
figures full short of the target, 
the production of oll In the 
Commonwealth and the deyclop- 
ment of new fields is of primary 
importance. 

Here is a breakdown’ of the 
situation up ull September 
1953, in respect of current out-. 
put and future dovelopment, 


CANADA'S POSITION 


Canada today Is, among the 
world’s nine — jeading — oll- 
producing . “cduvitries, * allhough: 
until 10409 tho ouilput had never 
exceeded an annual. total of 
2,000,000 tons, The gradual deve- 
lopmdnt of her ofl resources 
was undoubtedly influenced by 
geographical conditions. Abun- 
dant suppiies: were. ° available 
from the United States. But it 
was this very proximity which 
encouraged Canada to become 
n great user of oll and today 
her consumption per head of 
population exceeds that of any 
other_country_excopt_ America’s, 

The fact that In recent years 
the Unlied States. has become, 
despite her own great reserva, 
a net Importer of oll has been 
a stimulant to Canada to 
develop her own resources. 
The discovery of a major oil- 
field at Ledue near Edmonton 
in 1947 greally cncouraged 
exploration work und later 
discoveries have made It certain 
that Canadian —_ productlon, 
which has’ increased sevenfold 
in the last fourteen years, could 
still) be ralsed tg a much 
higher ‘level. Even 80, 
Canada is: iikely to remain a 
net importer ‘for a conalderable 
time ag present annual con- 
sumption~figures are 17,000,000 
tons, : 

The centre of Canada's oll 
industry iy in Alberta, Produc~ 
lion In Turner Valley, lying at 
the’ foot of the .Rockics near 
‘Calgary, dates back to 1914. 
Peak output of 1,400,000 .tons 
was reached in 1942, «but since 
{hen the output has steadily 
declined,.and in the summer of 
1948 was curpassed by that of 
the’ Leduc-Woodbend  olifleld 
lying 20 miles ‘coulhwest of 
Edmonton. The discovery of 
this ficid in the previous year 
had aroused world-wide, Interest 
and the resources} are now 
known to be much greater than. 
thore of the Turner Valley. 


LEADING FIELD 


Another largo oilfield, —dis- 
covered in September 1948, Is 
at Redwater, some ‘25 milcs 
north-east .of -Estmonton. In 
1950 this "became Canada’s 
lending producing ficld and it 
has atready obeen! devel 
suMdently to prove that Its 
reserves are greater than thoso 
of any Canadian ficid yet 
discovered. & e

VAST POTENTIAL 


A second major ‘pipeline, from 
Edmonton. to Vancouver, 718 
miles long was .completed in 
September 1953. Jt carries 
erudo oll to a. new refinery 
recently opened in Vancouver. 
It crosses the Rockics at 
Yellowhead Pass, and, when in 
full operation, will greatly 
facititate— further —increases—in- 
Albertun production. 

Canuda- possesses a 
vast potential reserve of crude 
oll in. the Athabaska. “Tar 
Sands” of northern | Alberta. 
These cover an areca variously 
estimated ot some. 10,000 to 
30}000 square miles. Im many 
places the off-impregnited sands 
Ilo on or near the surface and 
they are casily .mined and 
treated for. extraction, ; 

Apart from its of] resources 
Canada has also large supplies 
of natural gas, found both in 
conjunction with oll and 
separate ficlds.’ As with oll, the 
most important gas reserves are 
found in Alberta, where natural 
gis'ls used quite extensively 
for town lighting and for in- 
dustrial and other purposes, It 
is also found in British Colum- 
bia In the Pence River District.

TRINIDAD | 


The oilfields of Trinidad, 
compared ,with the pitch-lake, 
are a. comparatively modern 
discovery. Abortive attempts 
were made to produce oll in 
Trinidad in the last century but 
commercial production — only 
started in 1909.

In all, about twenty oilficlds 
are now ‘producing but these are 
generally of medium depth, of
